Search Continues 
For Lost Jet Pilot 


MONTREAL (CP) — A 
ground and air search con- 
tinued today for Capt. Denis 
Lambert, a Canadian Forces 
Pilot missing since he was 
forced to bail out after a 
collision in the air between 
two CF-5 supersonic jets 
Friday. 

A spokesman for the Cana- 
dian Forces base at Bagot- 
ville, Que., said 12 men were 
participating in the ground 
search while a Dakota from 
Trenton, Ont., .and a heli- 
copter, an Otter, a T-33 and 
some CF-5 aircraft were 
conducting the air search. 

Capt. Lambert, about 30, is 
from Arvida, Que. 

He and Lieut. Mare Fortier 
of Quebec City, both flying a 
routine training mission, were 
forced to eject early Friday 
over a wooded area 85 miles 
north of Bagotville. 

Lieut. Fortier was picked 

by a helicopter late Friday 
shisaooh and was reported 
“in good condition,” 

The wreckage of the two 
jets was found ‘a mile apart, 

Warrant Officer Ray Cos- 
vette said the collision occur- 
red while the two jets were

KENT, Ohio (WP) — The 
presidential commission on 
campus unrest. confirmed Fri- 
day that the FBI found no 
evidence of sniper fire at 
Kent State University May 1 
when four. students were 
killed and nine others 
wounded by National Guards- 
men. 

It was also determined, said 
George Warren of the com- 
mission staff, that 29 Guards- 
men fired a minimum of 54 
rounds in 11 seconds, that 
some of them admitted firing 
directly into the crowd of 
students and that others said 
they fired into the air or into 
the ground. One slug, Warren 
said, was recovered from an 
apartment house a mile 
away. 

At least two rounds in the 
volley. came from a 45- 
calibre pistol; the rest came 
from .30-calibre M-1 rifles, 
which have a range of 3,400 
yards, 

Warren said that rumors of 
a sniper may have involved a

(AP) — fJranian 
Gen. Teimour Bakhtiar, a 
bitter opponent of the Shah of 
Iran, has been assassinated 
while on a hunting trip. in 
Iraq, the Lebanese newspaper 
Al’ Nahar reported today.

Devastating Dorothy Past 


As Dorothy moved across 
the Caribbean, residents of 
the south coast of Puerto 
Rico, northwest of Martin- 
ique, were told Friday night 
to prepare for rough seas and 
some flooding. However, the 
big blow was not expected to 
pose a _ serious threat to 
Puerto Rico. 


Moving west-northwest at 
15 miles an hour, Dorothy 
was expected to hold her 


course. At 6 a.m. EDT, the 
season's fourth tropical storm 
was centred 180 miles south 
of the eastern esa 
Republic. 


Sustained winds were re- 
ported well below hurricane 
force of 74 miles an hour on 
Martinique, but the storm’s 
cascade of rain caused heavy 
damage to dwellings in the 
valleys and on slopes on 
mountains that rise to a 4,000- 
foot height. 


OTTAWA (CP) The 
transport depa?tment Friday 
announced a sweeping series 
of proposed motor vehicle 
safety regulations, including a 
provision aimed at limiting 
exhaust emissions given out 
by gasoline-powered vehicles. 

Departmental spokesmen 
say the proposals are almost 
identical to those now in 
effect in the United States 
and would hit mainly some 
European and Japanaese cars 
coming into Canada. 

Interested parties will be 
allowed about a month to 
make representations to. the 
department before the propo- 
sals are drafted into formal 
regulations to take effect at 
the end of this year. 

A bill permitting the. gov- 
ernment to set standards for 
auto safety was passed by the 
‘Commons this. spring. It set 


regulations. 

A spokesman said the 
transport department also is 
working on safety regulations 
for snow vehicles and farm 
tractors, not included in the 
current regulations, He said 
the snow vehicle proposals 
should be ready in six weeks. 

The proposal 
hydrocarbon and carbon mon- 
oxide auto exhaust emissions 
is a highly technical one.

Such a regulation is already 
in effect in California and the 
idea is being studied in 
Britian. 

Other proposals include: 

@ Control of such things 
as sun visors, ignition, lights, 
turn. signal and windshield 
wipers which must be within 
“operation reach” of a driver 
restrained by an approved 
seat belt. 

@ Choke, lights, wind- 
shield_defogging and de-icing 
buttons must be identified by 
words or signs. 

@ In cars with automatic 
transmissions, contro! be- 
tween forward and reverse 
must be through neutral. 

@ A gear shift. mounted 
on a steering column. must 
move clockwise from neutral 
to any forward drive position 
and a “park” position .most 
be’ at ‘the end adjacent to the 
reverse drive position. 

@ Every vehicle must be 
equipped with a windshield 
defogging and de-icing system 
and a windshield wiper sys- 
tem with at least two speeds, 
maintained irrespective of 
engine speed or load. 

@ Braking systems must 
be such that if failure of «a 
pressure component or leak of 
hydraulic fluid occurs, the 
remaining portion of the 
brake system will allow a 
vehicle to stop from_a_speed 
of 60 ‘miles an hour in’ not 
mére than 646 feet without 
excessive swerving. 

@ An emergency © brake 
system must be mounted on 
the ‘instrument panel] illumin- 
ating in view of the driver in 
case of a brake failure. 
shield wipers, horn rings and 
wheel devices to protect 
drivers from glare.

United States government offi- 
cials have talked in terms of §$5- 
billion clean-up: campaigns to coun- 
teract certain types of pollution. 
There are many serious sources, 
ranging through industrial smoke, 
industrial liquid and solid wastes, 
community sewage, automobile ex- 
pes , community garbage, litter 

discaried machinery, nuclear 
vast and military dumping. These 
re only a few of the major causes 
of concern for— ‘the future of 
mankind. 

Some of them, such as litter, are 
due to carelessness and, given an 
awakened public consciousness, 
should be relatively easy to remedy. 
Sewage and industrial pollution 
promise to exact more complicated 
eures. But few if any catises are 
beyond the ability of modern 
techniques to eliminate. The wall 
against which many community 
governments and industrial con- 
cerns soon find themselves is the 
matter of cost. 

There is some perturbation to- 
day about the price which will have 
to be paid in the future in order to 
keep pollution to a bearable mini- 
mum, The relentless expansion of 
industry and _ pollution-producing 
activities presages higher unit costs 
for many of the products which we 
view as indispensable. The inherent 
mistake which is being made lies in 
considering. these costs as extra, as 
additional to what the “normal” 
cost level should be on the basis of 
what. we have been paying. This 
approach is erroneous, for the 
existing lower price is a false one. 


The fact is that a pulp mill, say, 


environment should have been 
totaled in with the other more ob- 
vious costs of doing business, To do 
so now would be merely to put the

gx’ shall see that in many 
ifistances we have been living on a 
false leyel of “cost, that “many 
products .should be. priced higher 


. than we have been accustomed to 


do, But eliminating the losses to the 
environment may, by the same 
token, prove to be much cheaper 
than suffering them. The cost of 

anti-pollution devices on a chimney, 
for instance, may be less than the 
cost of fouling 4 neighborhood's air, 
dirtying houses and clothes, peel- 
ing paint and eroding metals. The 
difference will be that the plant has 
not been counting in the latter costs 
until now. 

There could be a net gain to the 
community or the province as a 
whole. Paper or copper ingots or 
shoes might cost more,. but fishing 
would be -restored, community 
health would be better, housing 
surfaces miight last longer, and so 
on. 

When expert cost accountants 
take a realistic look at it, pollution 
as we have developed it may prove 
to be-one -ofthe--most expensive 
luxuries we tolerate. How long can 
we. afford to claim we are making 
profits when we ignore a significant 
part of the cost of operating? 


Don’t Burn All the Coal 


NCE THE WHITE ELEPHANT 
of the energy market, coal is 
looming up as a lucrative source of 
Canadian-export._dollars for the 
next few decades, Existing Japanese 
contracts call for 204. million short 
tons of coal worth $2.6 billions in 
the next 10 to 15 years. By 1975 
Canadian mines will probably be 
delivering upwards of 13.8 million 
tons of coal to Japan each year. 
And even now Japanese customers 
are asking that the annual volume 
be boosted to 30 million tons five 
years hence, 

Other major coal sales-may. be 
in the offing to Eastern Canadian 
steel companies, and perhaps On- 
tario Hydro, providing. the price is 
competitive. The Steel Company of 
Canada has already taken delivery 
of an experimental load of Western 
coal.’ United States and European 
Common Market representatives 
have also expressed interest. ‘The 
ECM envisions shipping coal around 
Cape Horn to European markets 
using giant ships. ; 

With Canadian coal - reserves 
estimated at 119 billion tons, the 
new bonanza—based on Western 
coal’s excellent coking properties 
and low suphur content—may be 
hailed as ‘one resource that Cana- 
dians can afford to sell off. Hesitant 
conservationists will be warned that 


Steel makers have already perfected 
processes of refining that eliminate 
coal, and if nuclear’power sources 
eventually prove cheaper and 
cleaner, fossil fuels, such as coal, 
may become obsolete in a few years 
time. Failure to sell now may leave 
Canadians holding the bag. 

But obviously it is not that 
simple. While fossil. fuels will 
eventually be.replaced, science ‘is 
just beginning to tap many other 
industrial and chemical uses for 
coal,..After fractionating, coal dis- 
tillates are refined and re-distilled 
to give benzine, toluole, xylolles— 
‘chemicals which are used in refined 
forms to prodyce dyestuffs, phar- 
maceuticals, explosives, plastics and 
a vast range of other ; materials: 
That coal will become a major 
industrial substance, rather than a 
fuel, is scientifically undisputed. 

While a good argument can be 
made for selling: off a portion of 
Canada’s large ¢oal. reserves, the 
cham ber-of-commerce’ _ approach 
that would sell it all as quickly as 
possible is short-sighted. In the near 
future Western’ Canada’s coal could 
become. the basis of important 
domestic secondary industries. Then 
we might regret that we had sold 
off our basic asset to other nations 
more ready to devine profitable uses: 
for it.

COMING FACE TO FACE WITH IT 


ROODING beside the once-clean Pa- 

cific Ovean not long ago, Pierre 
Trudeau noted that Canada, unique in so 
many other ways, had a unique chance 
to avoid the mistakes 
of other nations 
where pollution has 
almost reached, or 
passed, the point of 
no return. As if to 
dramatize this obvi- 
ous truism a news 
lispatch from Tokyo, 
that same day, re- 


all citizens can carry on their backs and 
comfortably endure Japan’s poisonous 
economic miracle. The Japanese are a 
very clever people. They will wear their 
oxygen masks with style and panache. 
But still more impressive was President 
Nixon’s sudden discovery that the United 
States faced an “ecological disaster” and 
must, cleanse itself or go, quite literally, 
down the drain. 

No one who has studied human 
government will. be surprised when it 
begins to act in a desperate crisis with 
only a moment to spare or, more 
frequently, too late. Government has 
seldom acted otherwise, anywhere. What 
surprises the student of history today is 
that the ecological disaster may have 
been discovered in time to forestall it, 
though, like Wellington’s Waterloo, it 
will be “A damned close-run thing.” 


A WATCH-AND-WAIT 


But we need not despair. A species 
which hardly knew the meaning of the 
word “ecology” five years ago and now 
recites it as a daily chant perhaps has 
the intelligence to survive its own follies 


after all. »: 


Flimsy Environment 


We can be sure, however, that this 
new knowledge of our flimsy, tottering 
environment is only skin-deep, so far. 
Despite all the solemn pieties uttered 
about it, and all the laws designed to 
save it, the cost of actually saving it has 
not yet been reckoned, much less paid. 

In practical politics, of course, that 
cost must be presented to the voters 
gradually, in small instalments, with the 
customary sugar on the the pill. Thus” 
Mr. Trudeau remarks vaguely that in 
some cases Canadians may have to put 
their long-term environment ahead of 
their immediate economic growth which, 
up to now, has been the supreme 
priority, almost a new religion. 

Mr. Nixon's Council on Environmental 
Quality goes a little farther by remark- 
ing, in sleek official idiom, that increased 
taxes alone will _not_be sufficient to 
finance the great clean-up. and that 
“people may ultimately have to forego 
some conveniences and pay higher prices 
for some goods and services’ when -the 
manufacturers hand on their anti- ‘ 
pollution costs to the consumer.

Or even if, unimaginable as it seems 
how, the Western world somehow

Washington Approves of the Moscow-Bonn Pact, But— 


T% reaction in Washington to the 
Soviet-West German non-aggression 
treaty is very calm. The old fears of 
another Rapallo at the expense of the 
West have scarcely 
been mentioned. 
There is no excite- 
ment, no exaggerated 
claims or anxieties, 
but rather a mature 
tendency to watch 
and wait before 
reaching any thump- 
ing historic conclu- 
sions, : 

Twenty-five years 
after the Second 
World War, the United States now seems 
confident enough of the stability of 
Western Europe and the Soviet Union 
appears sure enough of its control of 
Eastern Europe to experiment with 
closer economic and social contacts 
between the two competing systems. 

Nobody is saying the cold war is over, 
but merely that it may be passing into a 
hew transitional stage in which the 
political competition will remain on both 
sides of the Elbe but a larger measure of 
economic co-operation may be possible. 

The best-informed diplomats here 
tend to explain the Brandt-Kosygin 
ffeaty primarily in economic terms, 
They are aware that Moscow now 
regards China as the greatest menace to 
its security and may therefore prefer to 
teduce tensions on its European and 
Middle Eastern flanks, but they are 
inefined to think that the unsatisfactory 
economic situation in the U.S.S.R. and in 
most of Eastern Europe explains the 
new West Germany. 


Reject and Resent 


The Soviets, of course, reject and 
resent any suggestion that’ they ever 
make arrangemetits with foreign coun 
tries because of any flaw in their 
system, economic or otherwise, but the 
spectactlar productivity of the computer- 
ized industries of the West has not been 


overlooked in any of the Communist—rass you can see 


capitals, and they are apparently willing 
to take limited risks in order to increase 
their trade and their information tt the 
West. 

It ts not only that they are well

behind the West in computer hardware, 
but they are falling back even more in ed 
the techniques of producing the computer 
software, which is becoming increasingly 
important. 

Ironically, it was the fear of the free 
flow of Western ideas that led primarily 
to the Soviet invasion of Czechoslovakia, 
yet Moscow is eager to learn all it can 
about the new technology of the West 
which has developed out of the freedom 


and competition in the Western states. 
Much will depend now on political 
developments within Germany. Chancel- 
lor Brandt has a very fragile majority in 
the West German Bundestag and it 
remains to be seen what the popular 
reaction will be to his mission to 
Moscow. Also, the closer he comes to the 
Soviets, the more anxiety he is likely to 
create within Communist East Germany, 
and this question will come to the fore in

By itself, the Moscow treaty is lit- 
tle more than a historical recognition of 
the present power realities in Europe. It 
is what follows that counts in the minds 
of officials in Washington. Nobody is 
likely to object here to an increase of 
West German trade with U.S.S.R. and 
Eastern Europe, but if this extends to 
exchanges’ of ‘information on the most 
sophisticated computer technology, this 
could put a strain on Washington's rela- 
tions with Bonn. 

Accordingly, officials here are eager 
to talk with Brandt, President Pompidou 
of France and Prime Minister Heath of 
Great Britain over the mood and 
Substance of the Moscow talks, Brandt 
has already proposed a meeting of the 
Western leaders for this purpose and it 
is expected to take place fairly soon, 

It bas always been recognized here 
that the Western nations have tended to 
unite whenever they have felt a common 
fear of the Soviet Union, and have also 
tended to loosen their ties with one 
another whenever the Soviet Union was 
taking a mild and co-operative attitude 
toward the West. 


Revival of fsolation 


Former Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, for example, is still highly 
concerned about what he regards as a 
dangerous revival of. isolation in the 
United States. This is not shared to the 
same degree by most officials atthe 
State Department, but they feel that the 
Brandt-Kosygin treaty could be trouble- 
some if it weakened U.S. links to the 
Western allies or stopped the movement 
toward the enlargement-of economic and 
‘political integration in Western Europe.

The Second World 


War indelibly stamped 


Japan’s presence into the American mind, Over 
time, however, the old memories of war have 
faded, replaced by the picture of an industrious 
people rebuilding their war-torn country. 
Twenty-five years after surrender, the men who rule 


Japan continue fo nurture 
prosperity, and progress. But 


this image ‘of : growth, 
images are deceptive, and 


behind ‘this mask can be found an increasingly grim 


situation. 


While the focus of current, international attention on 
Japan revolves around the world’s fair, “Expo ’70,” and 
its themes of tremendous growth and progress, the 
overbearing reality of postwar Japan is that this is a 
nation ruled by many of the same men who pillaged Asia, 
and made war against the United States. 

These are men who have carefully retained or 
regained their power, selected their successors, and 


waited—for the time when 


the international pdlitical 


climate would present the opportunity to resurrect their 
quest for the “Greater East Asian Co-Prosperity Sphere.” 
Remarkably, this reactionary restoration has been 

by the United States as an extension of its 

Cold War policy, with the process accentuated by the war 


in Vietnam, 


Militarist Revival 


For most Americans the 


possibility of a militarist 


revival in Japan in some way aided or fostered by the 
U.S. government seems patently absurd. Yet there is the 


nagging fact that a growing 


number of Japanese are 


expressing, as part of the apprehension over their own 
government's rightward drift, definite signs of anti- 


Americanism. 


In 1960, Japan was wracked by massive demonstra- 
tions strongly anti-American in tone; the specific aims of 
the protests were the repudiation of the U.S.-J apan 
Security Treaty and the ousting of Prime Minister Kishi 


Nobuske’s government. 


Writing nearly a decade ago in Foreign Affairs, just 
prior to his tour of duty as U.S. Ambassador to Japan, 


Edwin Reischauer observed 


that these demonstrations 


were “a sign of a huge current of discontent within 
Japanese society — a frustration with present trends and 
a strong alienation from the existing order.” 


A decade later these sam 


“trends” still exist, with 


Japan having become an appendage, if not a full partner, 
in the United States’ Asian counter-revolutionary crusade. 

In outward form the protests now sweeping Japan-are 
focused, as in 1960, on the security treaty. But opposition 
to the treaty is not just confined to its stipulated alliance 


system welding Japan to U.S. 


Asian policies and allowing 


the use of national territory for American military bases. 
Nor will the inclusion of the issue of the reversion of 
Okinawa to Japanese control fully explain the intensity of 


manifested emotion. A deeper 


feeling is that Japan over 


the last twenty-five years has been integrated into the 
U.S. “military-industrial complex,’’ an. anathéma to the 
people of a nation apprehensive about the institutions of 


war. 


Even beyond ‘this is the definite knowledge that 
whatever the details of the relationship with the United 
States, this system has been developed and operated in co- 
operation with a reactionary Japanese ruling class once 
responsible for bringing fascism to Japan — and again 


moving in the same direction.

wartime reactionaries over Japan than the Tegime of 
Prime Minister Sato Kisaku. 

Sato rose to power under the tutelage of his step- 
brother, Kishi Nobuske, who was Prime Minister from 
1957 to 1960. Kishi was a minister in the wartime cabinet 
of General Tojo, a post awarded for his key role in 
organizing the plunder of Manchuria in the 1930s. 


During the post-Second World War occupation Kishi 
wag! imprisoned as a war criminal, but later released, 
and then “depurged.” This “depurging” was not the 
result of finding him innocent, but rather the culmination 
of accommodations between the U.S. occupation 
authorities and the Japanese ruling class. 

By 1947, the spread of Communist-led revolutionary 
movements throughout Asia pushed the United States to 
seek Japan as an ally. The price of this alliance was the 
release of such powerful political and economic leaders 
as Kishi. 


Moved Into Power 


Almost immediately Kishi and many others on the 
“depurged” roster assumed leading positions in Japanese 
politics and moved into power through the formation of 
the so-called Liberal Democratic Party (LDP) in 1955. 

Under Kishi’'s sponsorship men like him were 
unabashedly bréught back into government service, 
including his step-brother Sato Eisaku, who was appointed 
Finance Minister — a position somewhat higher than his 
Tole -as° a ranking bureaucrat in the Transportation 
Ministry during the war and immediately after. 

An LDP “Who’s Who” could read like an occupation 
list of personalities purged after. the Second World 
War. 

It could include former Prime Minister Ishibashi 
Tanzan (1956-1957), who during the war helped plan and 


execute the conquest of Asia, and former Foreign 
Minister Fujiyama <Ajichiro, who was a leader and 
spokesman for the huge corporations, monopolies, and 
cartels known as zaibatsu that helped to initiate Japan’s 
expansionist tendencies. 

The list could be extended. Most came from the 
Japanese upper class.and. had joint re! ‘with the 
bureaucraey and ‘business, and only a few in the postwar 
era have changed their political views. 


The predominant ideology of Japan's rulers stresses 
subservience to the state by the masses, guaranteed by a 
rigid social structure based on obligation and Tesponsi- 
bility. In this respect there is little of substance that 
separates the present political system from its prewar 
counterpart. ay. 

The role of the United States in the development of 
this political aberration is .clear, Almost before the 
occupation reforms had time to. work, U.S. officials 
moved-to restore wartime Japanese. leaders to power. 

The context for’ this dramatic reversal was the 
Bethering-of-a - revolutionary storm throughout Asia. It 
was reasoned that: if:Communism were to be stopped, 
Japan might have to become the workshop and arsenal 
for the Free World in this area. 


Keep Status Quo 


Under these circumstances, what was needed was 
continuity of leadership, not reform, and with the 
Communist victory in China, and the outbreak of the 
Korean war, the resurrection of reactionaries began in 
earnest. 

As elsewhere in the world, the U.S. global strategy of 
counter-revolution put the emphasis on the status quo. 

Under American guidance Japan became a secure 
base area for military operations and a willing surrogate 
for insuring capitalist development in Asia, yet at all 
times the Kennedy and Johnson Administrations kept this 
expansion within the bounds of U.S. economic and 
military interests, a fact that irritated those Japanese 
who wanted more independence in their relations with 
other Asian nations. 

But with the election of Richard Nixon to the 
Presidency, the Japanese saw their opportunity to 
remove some of these barriers and equalize the 
relationship that had previously made Japan the United 
States’ junior partner. 

From his experience as Vice President in the 
Eisenhower. Administration, Richard Nixon had developed” 
a close working relationship with key Japanese 
conservatives, especially Kishi Nobuske. 

During later years when he was out of public office, 
Nixon made a number of trips to Japan and had ample 
opportunity to let himself become convinced of the 
position of Japan’s government leaders. 

Both Nixon and Kishi are obsessively anti-Com- 
munist, and both have had the experience of being forced 
from office by “liberals.” Moreover, both are ardent 
believers that government should be the handmaiden of 
business. 

Therefore, when Mr. Nixon won the Presidency it was 
almost inevitable that his projected Asian policy would 
strongly reflect the views of Kishi's political heir, Prime 
Minister Sato. As outlined in the “Nixon Doctrine,” the 
United States was going to “‘Asianize” Asia. 

Notwithstanding the desire for a return to. past 
glories, it is not likely that the Japanese leadership in the 
immediate future will make any moves with a potential 
for making the Japanese seem imterventionists or 
aggressors. 

There are indications that over the next several years 
efforts will be concentrated in expanding existing trade 
relations, buying friends through the dispensation of aid, 
and a buildup in military forces. 

The most fundamental development in these areas 
has been the increase in facilities for Military. production. 
Leading the field is the giant Mitsubishi Heavy 
Industries, followed closely by Tokyo Shibaura Electric, 
Japan Aircraft Manufacturing, and Japan Steel.

These companies have worked out licensing arrange- 
ments with their U.S. counterparts such as Westinghouse, 
General Electric, General Precision, Litton Industries, 
and most of the other top companies in our own “military- 
industrial complex"’ to secure the plans and technology 
for producing military hardware.

Plans released by the Japanese Defence Agency call 
for a buildup in nayal and air strength. There are already 
projections for a navy with nuclear powered submarines 
and cruisers, and for an air force with the most modern 
fighter-bomber capability, complete with missiles. The 
expansion planned would probably give. Japan a navy 
larger than that of Communist China. 

In the most immediate terms, any military buildup 
will not be directed toward external security, except for 
possible forays into modest displays of ‘‘gunboat 
diplomacy.” 

Rather, these forces will be directed toward dealing 
with the anti-treaty movement. The Japanese government 
is prepared to engage in massive, systematic repression 
of its own citizenry. 

The government's network of secret police and spies 
has also been increased, with more than 5,000 persons 
added to the police payrolls for this type of work last 
year. 

Rounding out this array of force is a contingency plan 
for organizing civilian anti-riot squads. These squads 
would be drawn from ‘hundreds of thousands of junior 
executives given “national moral rearmament’”’ training 
with the Self-Defence Forces over the past several years. 

As long as the conservatives are able to perpetuate 
their hold over the government, the only short-run result 
to be expected from this year’s turmoil is a continuation 
of the move to the right — supported, of course, by the 
United States. 


Vast Dependency 


Nor are fears of the emergence of an aggressive, 
reactionary Japan confined merely to domestic left 
dissidents. In the December 18, 1969, New York Times, 
Philip Shabecoff reported the fears of many Asian 
leaders, “‘in countries that had felt the weight of 
Japanese military might during World War II,” where 
“any hint of possible military build-up by Japan is viewed 
as cause for concern.” 

Indeed, as one Southeast Asian government official 
told Shabecoff, ‘‘the Japanese are now creating through 
economic power what they failed to achieve militarily 
—the Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere." 

If this is the trend, and all indications -point toward it, 
then the United States may be able to do in Asia 
something similar to what it did in earlier decades in 
Latin America; create a system of pro-American 
reactionary governments starting with Thailand, and 
extending through Laos, South Vietnam, Indonesia, South 
Korea, and Taiwan, with Japan serving aS pro-consul for 
this vast dependency of nations.

GROWING. EVIDENCE 
Perhaps Canadians do not 


consider -themselves over- 
taxed, and if that is so, living 


inarticulate though it may be, 
that a very large and in- 
creasing number are nearing 
the breaking point in tax 
burden acceptance. 

The finance department re- 
port for the first quarter of 
fiscal 1970 demonstrates the 
point. Spending is up by $300 
million over the same quarter 
last year. Thus government 
also had to increase _ its 
revenue (mainly through 
taxes) by the same amount, 
Inflation continues, and while 
the government has taken 
many commendable steps to 
arrest it, it remains. irrebut- 
table that the largest single 
factor in the increase in the 
price of goods over the past 
five years is the increased 
taxes on producers and con- 
sumers. 


SHARP FOOUS 


A glance at the fiscal 
figures for the last five years 
graphically illuminates the 
point and brings the issue into 
Sharp focus. In 1965 the 
federal government took 
about $7.9 billion from the 
public; by next year that 
extraction will have nearly 
doubled to $15.5 billion, with- 
out the tax reform hike. 

Taking all federal, provin- 
cial and municipal govern- 
ment together, the picture is 
somewhat worse. In 1965 all

been negated by its expansion 
into Cambodia. That is not 
Meant "to be a_ frivolous 
remark. It is a good example 
ot Indochinese paradox. 


When the American side 
was doing badly in the war — 
perhaps at any time until the 
spring of 1968 — the Com- 
munists might have been 
willing to strike an honest 
bargain. But an honest bar- 
gain those days would have 
been a defeat for the United 
States, and Lyndon B. John- 
son was not interested in that. 
Today, because of the U.S. 
and South Vietnamese suc- 
cesses in the countryside, an 
honest bargain would be a 
defeat for North Vietnam, 
which apparently does not 
interest the men in Handi, 

So by doing better in the 
war, our side may have 

the Communists. to 
fight longer. At the same 
time, South Vietnamese and 

American success in the war 
forced the Camodians to re- 
evaluate their foreign policy, 
which had long been based ‘on 
the assumption that the Com- 
munists would win’ in South 
Vietnam. The Cambodians 
had to revise this assumption 
during 1969. Even Prince 
Sihanouk decided that a rap- 
prochement with the Ameri- 
cans as required by the new 
turn of events inside South 
Vietnam. 
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This was a dangerous 
admission for Sihanouk, It 
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more -<omplicated war. 
Ordinary life in Cambodia has

longer exist. All of 
discouraging dévelopments 
might never have occurred if 
the U.S. and South Vietnam 
hadn't begun to dominate the 
war in Vietriam so decisively. 


Life. .in Vietnam. breeds 
gloomy thoughts, and a year 
and a half here may have left 
an unreasonably large residue 
of gloom, but it seems to me 
that an unsatisfactory conclu- 
sion to the war is still likely. 

_ That opinion follows from 


truths about the Vietnam war 
— if there are such thines — 
which Americans responsible 
for the war seem. never to 
have been able to accept. 


The most important of 
those truths, probably, is that 
North Vietnam is not going to 
give up. Their war is not just 
an experiment in exnansion- 
ism, or a front for inter 
national Communism. The 
leadership in Hanoi is fighting 
to complete a revolution with 
origins. in the 1920s, a revolu- 
tion that has lone been the 
central fact in the lives of the 
men who now rule North 
Vietnam, If they could have 
been dissuaded . from - their 
goals by adversity, the war in 
Vietnam would have ended 
long ago, 


It would be comfortine to 
think that the men in Hanoi 
had no interest beyond reuni- 
fving Veitnam, but the avails 
able evidence al! points to a 
gloomier prospect. Their 
forces are already 


involved throughout Indo 


ehifia. One would be wistful 
or foolish to say their ambi- 
tions are any smallér than all 
of it. ,

Perhaps the most. cogent 
is implied im 
the preface by that expert 
side. stepper Pierre Trudeau 
for not once does the Prime 
Minister actually mention the 
book he is introducing! 

| And, in the sense that a 


ne 
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book is a controlled and 
constructed artifact, this is 
certainly a non-book, a ramb- 
ling. tissue of anecdote and 
fragmentary history, mostly 
on the ‘level of gossip, occa- 
sionally rising to epic, like 
that tale-telling which goes on 
so, endlessly in the North, 
fascinating for the first hour 
of each evening, rather boring 
for the rest. 

However, the great fault of 
The Howling Arctic has 
nothing to do with construc- 
tion. It is a matter of 
omission, Mr. Price can be 
described as Farley Mowat's 
opposite. Where Mowat per- 
haps over-plays the sins of 
the white man in the Arctic, 
Price atrociously underplays 
them. 

He spends much time tell- 
ing us about Eskimo murder- 
ers, but little is said of the 
legal. and extra-legal crimes 
of men from ‘‘outside’’, 
murder and — in terms of 
destroying ways and means of 
life—worse than murder. , 

Mr. Price unfortunately 
sees Northern history through 
those bright spectacles 
colored with progress which 
too many péople wear in the 
fringe towns where North and 
South meet, like Yellowknife, 
Churchill and Whitehorse. 

Jim Lot’s. Northern 
Realities is quite another 
matter. Again, it is no model 
of writing, for the author 
finds it hard to avoid lapsing 
into the dry abstractions and 
the dryer jargon of the social 
sciences, and this makes his 
book ‘at times rather un- 
penetrable and always rather 
une vocative. Nevertheless, 
Northen Realities is worth 
reading by anyone interested 
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footnotes, and afterthoughts.

Its ecological balances are 
so fragile that it will stand 
comparatiyely littke develop- 
ment. Its minerals are too 
expensivé to get out, and in 
any case as we move into an 
age of “doing more with 
less” they may not be needed 
for centuries ahead. 

We should, he suggests, 
think of the North as import- 
ant in four ways. 

It is necessary to maintain 
sovereignty, to keep Canada 
free towards the Pole. 

It is necessary to preserve 
and renew the cultures of the 
people who belong to the 
North and to make it an 


environment in which they 
‘will choose to remain. 

It is necessary to conserve 
its resources, and here he 
considers tourism as the most 
important present resource 
because it is renewable and in 
relative terms harmless to 
the environment. 

Finally, there is an almost 
spiritual dimension to the 
North as the wilderness that 
must be kept as the comple- 
ment to an increasingly ur- 
banized southern Canada; this 
may be the best function of 
the North, to exist as a 
learning environthent, where 
all kinds of skills can be 
acquired, including the skill of 
enduring and the skill of 
solitude, and where many 
forms of research can be 
centred round a new kind of 
open university. 

Northern Realities is a

Everyone needed everyone else’s help. The more they 
helped each other, the more they seemed to surprise 
themselves. 

While the outside world declared the site a disaster 
area, the Woodstock nation danced and made love. 

As the crowds gathered to the point that the state of 
New York had to close down a freeway to prevent more 
people from arriving, the promoters realized they could 
not prevent people from attending for free. 

So they made the event free, and the spirit set the 
tone of those three days. An NBC newsman asks one of 
the promoters whether they would lose a lot of money. 
But the question is ridiculous. Of course they would and 
of course it made no difference. Look at the crowd. It 
seems endless. Do you charge admission for life itself? 


Even a special, momentary kind of life? When a child 
is born, could a doctor refuse to help the delivery simply 
because she cannat pay? Not at Woodstock. 

As one of the townspeople put it: ‘The kids are 
hungry. They have to be fed.” 

The music is stuming. Wadleigh often splits. the 
screen into two or three parts, and rythmically blending 
close-ups of the performers, he transfers some of the 
experience and much of the energy which flashes between 
music and the musician, his instrument and its electric 
amplifier. 

Watch the musicians. They work hard. 

Woodstock shows as many of the different attitudes 
and experiences of those days as it can dramatically 
sustain, 

These experiences tumble upoh the screen, each to 
its own character, nearly all a moving statenient on some 
aspect of human life. 

The editing is done with such skill that it becomes 
impossible to tell whether one is witnessing simply facts 
or an esthetic transcendence of those facts.

Woodstock stands as a 
mythical incarnation of the 
aspirations of many young 
today.

New Dimensions 
For Film-Goers 


"NEW YORK — That short, 
expressive threedetter word 
“Wow%” is warranted by a 
recent announcement by. a 
controversial director who 
has otherwise helped make 
the screen safe for the four- 
letter word, 

Joseph Strick, director of 
“Ulysses” and “The Tropic of 
Cancer,” told a press confer- 
ence that he has obtained a 
licence to make the first 
movie in which actors will be 
seen in the round, and will 
even jump into the laps of the 
audience, without anyone 
wearing trick glasses. 

The film will be a hologram 
motion picture, shot with the 
use of laser rays. Holograms 
can be projected so that the 
audience can see completely 


The word hologram means 
“a depiction of the entirety’ 
and the transmitted object 
seems to be so rea] that when 
you reach out to touch, you 
are startled when your fin- 
gers thrust into a gauze of 
light. Awed reporters reached 
vainly for a champagne glass 
which Strick projected in his 
Broadway offices. 

The hologram was dis- 
covered by Drs. Dennis Gabor 
and Ernest Lieth in the early 
1960s.

LONDON — It was, logi- 
cally enough for .a film- 
maker who believes that the 
cinema isa matter of images 
rather than words, an image 
that first aroused Tony Rich- 
ardson’s interest in Ned Kelly. 
A highly mythical image: the 
brooding “armoured, solitary 
horseman of Sidney’s Nolan's 
paintings. 

“What was important to me 
about Ned Kelly was the 
poetry and the temperament, 
the inner qualties of the man, 
not the physical thing. If 
you're looking ‘for Burt Lan- 
caster anda Western you 
won't like it.” 


“Ned Kelly,” which opened 
at the London Pavilion, 
was made .on location in 
Australia, which Richardson 
describes as “a marvellous 
country full of horrible 
people,” and af crises, tribu- 
lations, and problems 
mainly brought ahout by the 
casting. of Mick Jagger .as 
Kelly. 


Does the director feel the 
result justifies the troubles? 
Yes, he says, he does, It had 
to be made in Australia, 
where it all happened. And 
Jagger was, for him, the 
ideal, the only possible cast- 
ing. He’s prepared to face the 
fact, of course, that not 
eneeiae ‘may agree . with 


“I became interested in a 
man who was a criminal, a 
rvolutionary, a dreamer, an 
idealist--who wrote letters to 
Members. of Parliament from 
his hideout. In choosing Mick 
I felt he was. absolutely right 
for the part. He had the per- 
sonality, he had the faite... .”’ 

The script of ‘Ned Kelly’ 
was written by Ian Jones, an 
Australian who is an ‘author- 
ityon the subject, in colla- 
boration with Richardson. 

For the film he plans next, 
“Tt Claudius,” based on 
Graves’s book, with, he hopes, 
Jagger playing Caligula, 
Richardson has written the 
screenplay himself, Not that 
he likes writing. 

“T don't like it at all, but-all 
the writers I admire * ulti- 
mately .resent the director’s 
intrusion and the fact that in 
the .end. the writer is the 
sgryant of the-machine.”” 

“And this must ‘be’ so, 
beeause a script, as such, is 
nothing. It’s part of a story 
the’ director is telling. The 
theatre, on the other hand, is 
a writer’s medium, it’s the 
word that speaks. In the 
cinema it is the image that 
must speak.” 

He says he loves dotng 
theatre — and since the early, 
spectacular sticcesses at the 
Royal Court with ‘Look Back 
in Anger,” “‘Cands of Iden- 
tity,” “The Entertainer’ and 
so on, he has directed regu- 
larly in London and on 
Broadway. But, he adds, he 
always feels the theatre is a 
sort of holiday. Really, he's a 
film maker. 

“T do think that for a long 
time I was too influnced by 
the theatre and literary 
values, I still am, but I'm 
trying to purge myself of 
that. T think T have @ literary 
harig-up and literary - hang- 
ups aren't a good thing for a 
film director; the thing is 
that, finally, film is not about 
words. 

But the English are very 
involved with words, and 
sometimes. the» very _ beat 
writer isn’t the best for the

job because he won't adapt 
himself. I may not be a very 
good writer, but I don’t think 
@ script needs to be very well 
written — for me it’s notes 
for a film, If you notice the 
words, I think that’s wrong.” 


There are times, I point 
out, writer's hackle showing, 
when you notice the words 
because they just aren’t good 
enough, He maintains this 
Shouldn't happen if the direc- 
tor’ has done bis job properly. 

He cites “My Night with 
Maud” as a typical example 
of the literary movie, seized 
on with delight by the critics

“The Graduate?" » » , 
But he doesn't think it's 
cinema, This, I feel, won't do 
at all: can’t: you have both? 
“M.A.S.H.?" Pushed, he: con- 
cedes that, but reiterates that 
a well written script, is not 
vital. 

Richardson does not go in 
much for mulling over his 
work: of the twelve films he 
has directed since “Look 
Back in Anger,” he has no 
favourite, and never sees his 
old films over again. “T'nr 
enthused by a subject, make 
it, and walk away from it.” 
But he does think there is a 
pattern, a link in his work, all 
of which reveals, he feels, 
different facets of himself.

I 
leave that to others. I don’t 
want to write record sleeves 
on my work.”’ 


By “others” ‘he does not 
mean experts, especially 
crticis, whom he barred from 
“The Charge of, the Light 
Brigade.”’ dislikes the 
idea of ,a’ filter between. a 
work and ifs public: someone 
“telling them what to think. I 
believe in individual résponse, 
mot sales technique. And 
although I'm appallingly pes- 
simistic about almost every- 
thing—life in general—I’m not 
pessimistic a bo Wt” people's 
response to art. 

“T think that a work of art 
that is alive will finally get 
through. This is the real fear 
of our society today: that a 
man must make a choice for 
himself, must say I: don't 
want it made easy. That 
Pelly one ‘has to try to put 
back the power of choice to 
the individual.” 

When. Richardson—long 
before it was fashionable to 
do so—broke into the big 
league by directing a major 
film without . any previous 
experience, he was a gaunt, 
unapproachable young intel- 
lectual with an incredibly 
languid Oxford draw! overlay- 
ing the Yorkshire vowels. At 
42 he has filled out a little 
and appears to enjoy his 
material and physical well-

A widow will lose the job 
that keeps herself and her son.

There are many more. 


A good proportion of them 
are elderly.

In a separate brief the 
council. has referred to a 
franchise in existence be- 
tween the municipality and 
the company which is in 
effect until 1972.

In a. combined brief the 
chambers of commerce for 
Greater Victoria, . .Saanich, 
Central Saanich and Sidney, 
and North Saanich have also 
urged the commission to keep 
the Peninsula service operat- 
ing. 

There are four runs to and 
from Victoria and Cordova 
Bay each day. The first bus 
leaves Victoria at 8:30 a.m. 
and the final run comes back 
to town at 5:45 p.m. 

Four return runs also sery- 
ice the Sidney-Deep Cove 
areas with the first bus 
leaving Victoria at 7 a.m. and 
the final run back to Victoria 
scheduled for.6:25 p.m, 

The heaviest serviced route 
is the one feeding Sidney and 
Deep Cove. There are eight 
return runs each weekday 
with the first bus leaving 
Victoria at 6:30 a.m. and the 
last returning from Sidney at 
7:35 p.m. An additional run, 
leaving Victoria at 10 a.m., is 
scheduled in the summer to 
connect with the Washington 
State ferry to Anacortes. 


Fares are on a_ sliding 
scale, pegged at just under 
five cents a mile. As an 
example, Victoria to Brent- 
wood costs 70 cents; Sidney to 
Victoria, 90 cents; and Cor- 
dova Bay to Victoria, 45 
cents. There is no reduction 
for return fares but a pack- 
age deal offers 10 tickets for 
the price of eight. 

Although there will be some 
economic penalties involved if 
the VICL service folds, both 
the municipalities and the 
Chambers are more con- 
cerned with the social impli- 
cations.

Main VICL criticism is that 
the company would. be more

_Wooing drivers out of their 
cars and into buses is going 
to take some doing. 

B.C. Hydro employees are 
good examples. In spite of the 
fact that they ail receive bus 
passes as ‘part of their work 
contract, the bulk of the head 
office staff-in Victoria pass 
up free rides in favor of their 
cars: 


The monopoly granted by a 
franchise becomes as out- 
dated as the horse and buggy 
when, given exclusive rights, 
a.private company can dis- 
ecard vital routes and still 
retain those that help line 
their bank account. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
brief points out that VICL’s 
sightseeing tours in the Vic- 
toria and Saanich districts 
produce some $72,368 in pro- 
fit, They say this would more 
than offset the net saving of 


$63,000 to be gained by 
discontinuing the Saanich 
routes. 


Restrictive land regulations, 
designed to preserve. the 
environment, also compound 
the problem of providing 
efficient transportation. - 

While they slow the growing 
threat of “suburban sprawl 
they also “cancel” out the 
possibility of © fast-growing 
densely-populated areas 
where residents would be 
forced to use a transit system 
or face the ordeal of bumper- 
to-bumper congestion. 

Even those most concerned 
about the possibility of the 
Saanich Peninsula being 
stripped of its transit system 
realize that it is a minority 
that will be affected if the 
VICL succeeds inp pulling out 
Sept. 15. 

But they also realize that it 
is the segment of our society 
least able to recover from the 
blow. 


And there is also an aware- 
ness that the provision of a 
reliable transit system is a 
matter of public conscience. 

The Chamber brief asks the 
PUC to call a public hearing 
on the Saanich Peninsula 
issue. 

The PUC is empowered — 
but not. required — to call a 
public hearing. 

Even if the VICL’s applica- 
tion is quashed and the 
Peninsula retains its service, 
such a hearing would point up 
one disturbing reality: the 
PUC rejection would provide 
only_a breathing space for a 
problem that must be faced.
